In their time, the Schulzes esti- 
mate they have captured 27 hip- 
popotamuses, 52 rhinoceroses, 250 
giraffes and more than 1000 ze- 
bras, antelopes, monkeys and 
birds. They supplied these ani 
mals to Zoos in this country, Eu- 
rope and Australia and te private 
menageries maintained by afflu- 
ent maharajahs in India.

Judge Edward N Bareis, who 
pronounced sentence in St. Clair 
County Circuit Court, said the de- 
fendant was not worthy of any 
consideration of leniency.” No 
formal plea for clemency had been 
made, but 10 residents of Belle- 
ville had signed affidavits attest- 
ing to Baker’s good behavior be- 


fore he got in trouble. 


George E. Baker, who died in 1944, 
the bulk of his estate was left in 
trust, the income to go to his wife.

But in general, the level 
of food prices is not high enough 
to warrant all the outcries against 
farmers and food handlers.” 

An average family has been 
paying only 21 per cent of its 
income for the same quantity of 
representative foods for which it 
had to spend 23 per cent before 
the war, the report estimated. 

Profits were said to represent an 
insufficiently large part of total 
marketing charges to offer any 
opportunity for substantial cuts in 
food prices. The department saw 
more room for cutting marketing 
costs in the retail end than in the 
farm marketing and processing 
end, 

Processors and food - handlers 
have greatly increased their effi- 
ciency since before the war, the 
report said. Cited as proof was 
that marketing charges have not 
advaneed as much as wage rates 
of persons employed in marketing 
agencies. 

Big super-markets, with their 
self-service systems, were credited 
with having done more than any 
recent development in the food in- 
dustry to lower marketing costs. 

The cost of retailing was said 
to be by far the largest single 
item in the total spread between 
what the farmer gets and what 
the consumer pays. For some com- 
modities, retailing was said to tal-e 
almost half the marketing cost. On 
the whole, it was said to represent 
about 25 cents out of every dollar 
spent for food. 


Loose Lard at $12.75 a Hundred, 
Lowest in Six Years. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 2 (AP)— Loose 
lard sold here today at $12.75 a 
hundred pounds, the lowest price 
in more than six years.

How to Deal by Law With Strikes

HE problem of how to deal by legislation with strikes which 

threaten the national health or safety is the one over-riding 

consideration in the current hearings of the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee as it tries to draft a successor to the Taft-Hartley Act. 

The witness yesterday was Cyrus S. Ching, director of the 


Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service. 


He appeared in oppo- 


sition to a provision in the pending bill which would deprive that 
service of its independent status and return it to the Department 


of Labor. 
Holding to his role as the im- 


partial mediator, Ching asked to 


be excused from testifying on 
other provisions of the bill. In- 
evitably, however, much of the 
questioning was directed toward 
how to deal with strikes which 
threaten the national health and 
safety. 

The Administration proposal 
would substitute, for the 80-day 
injunctions of the Taft-Hartley 
Act, 30-day cooling-off periods dur- 
ing which 9 boards 
would investigate propose 
terms of a settlement. Reliance 
would be placed on the moral 
force of public opinion to induce 
the disputants to accept the rec- 
ommendations. 

Ching, insisting that he was 
aot testifying for or against the 
use of injunctions in labor dis- 
putes, reminded the committee 
that in two of the six instances in 
which Taft-Hartley national emer- 
gency injunctions were obtained 
the disputes continued after the 
injunctions had expired, so that 
the unions became free again to 


strike. 
Possibility of Stalemate. 
Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
took the lead in pressing Ching 
to discover where he thought the 


terminal point should lie in Gov- 


ernment interference with the 
right to strike. He got Ching to 
say it was “quite true” that after 
all provisions of the Taft-Hartley 
Act have been exhausted it is still 
possible to have costly strikes. 
Then Morse asked whether, in 
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Ching, “that we ought to try to 
do this job. without injunctions, 
and I am far from convinced it 
is impossible to do without in- 


junctions. 

“But it seems fo me we need 
some final step when we have 
gone through’ the procédures 
set out in the law for someone to 
step in and tell the American 
public whether the decision of a 
union or an employer was or was 
not made in bad faith.” 

Earlier Morse had inquired 
whether Ching thought it would 
be practical to provide in the law 
for a finding by the National La- 
bor Relations Board that one side 
or another to a labor controversy 
was acting in bad faith. Ching’s 
answer had been that there were 
many situations in which, as a 
practical matter, he did not see

In the eyes of the men of the 
Kremlin, behind their triple walls, 
human beings must of course be 
reduced to mere numerals in lists 
of slaves in Siberian prison camps. 
Tito has not experienced this ter- 
rible isolation. He has led his peo- 
ple in a national struggle. He has 
shared danger and exchanged 
jokes with them in many a run- 
ning battle and many a hidden 
camp. Thus it is natural if, in 
Tito's eyes, human beings are still 
human beings. 

This does not mean that Yugo- 
slavia is not and. will not remain 
a tough police state. Yugoslav 
Communism must be “popular” if 
the nation is to support Tito in his 
resistance to the Cominform. But 
the secret police must also con- 
tinue to do their work, if only to 
prevent Tito from falling victim to 
the bullet of a Kremlin agent.

Efforts to make Government 
serve the people more efficiently, 
Truman said, go hand in hand 
with economic planning to avert 
the disaster of depression. 

He referred to himself as a 
“busted merchant” in recalling 
that he was a partner in a haber- 


dashery in. Kansas City in 1921 
when a depression came along. 

The “busted merchant,” he said, 
got into politics and ran for coun- 
ty judge against “a very able and 
distinguished banker—and won 
the election.” 

He was working in a bank in 
1907 in Kansas City, he said at 
another point, when “we had a 
bankers’ panic, which was one of 
the funniest ones” ever, since “no- 
body understood the cause—the 
why or the wherefore of it.” 

Earlier Depressions. 

The President spoke of the 
dark days from 1929 through 1932, 
of earlier depressions, and said 
planners, in and out of Govern- 
ment, are working to prevent a 
recurrence of disaster. 

“But, when we talk about plan- 
ning the things we want to do 
economically, we are charged with 
being Communists and fellow 
travelers,” he said. He remarked 
there is a distinction between a 
“planned economy” and a con- 
trolled economy.” 

Truman added that the world 
looks to the United States for 
leadership in its quest for peace 
and the welfare of the people, and 
said he had tried to point out its 
responsibilities in his inaugural 
address. 

It is “absolutely ‘essential” that 
the American economic structure 
remain “sound and prosperous,” 
Truman said, so it can meet its 
responsibilities the world over.

Unlimited warfare, according to Cicero, is 
against the nature of man. It is too irrational 
to accomplish justice. 

It is easy enough to agree with the Roman 
in this atomic age. But what to do? There are 
always the Russians, saying No. In spite of 
them, the effort to control the military use of 
atomic energy must be continued. 

If the nations cannot stoutly reinforce the 
thread which keeps the atomic sword of Damo- 
cles from falling, we had better prepare our- 
selves to live in a world without a future.

Such a convention presumably 
would end the conflicts of author- 
ity and make modern, efficient 
government possible. But because 
of the technicalities specified in 
connection with the popular vote 
necessary to approve such a con- 
vention, it will be difficult to 
bring it about. 

The voters of Illinois proved 
that they could get angry and

“It is one of the happy incidents 
of the federal system that a single 
courageous state may, if its citi- 
zens choose, serve as a laboratory 
to try novel social and economic 
experiments without risk to the 
rest of the country.” 


Promising Governor. 


The laboratory test here is 
whether Gov. Stevenson can re- 
store something like decent and 
reasonably economical govern- 
ment. That certainly would be 
novel in Illinois after the holo- 
caust of the Dwight Green Ad- 
ministration. Probably no one ever 
will know how many millions went 
into kickbacks, graft and payoffs. 

Given his own background in 
public life, in Washington during 
the war and then later in the 
United Nations, plus the distin- 
guished record of his family in 
this state from the earliest day 
onward, it was inevitable after his 
victory that Gov. Stevenson should 
be talked about as a Democratic 
presidential candidate for 1952. 
But having got some idea of the 
size of the task immediately 
ahead of him, he is doing his best 
to dampen such talk.

In the field of distributive edu- 
cation, 972 persons employed in 
that field or seeking to enter the 
field are enrolled in some 24 
different classes held in downtown 
department stores and specialty 
stores two evenings a week, ac- 
cording to Miss Margaret Elam, 
supervisor of distributive educa- 
tion.

PANGER TEST MISUSED 
BY SOME, SAYS XP 


Speaker Asserts Untrained 
Doctors May Discredit 
New Methods. 


A method of detecting certain 

forms of cancer before the malig- 
nancy is visible to the eye is be- 
ing subjected to abuse by doctors 
and pathologists who lack proper 
training for the test, Dr, Herbert 
Traut of the University of Califor- 
nia Medical School asserted here 
last night. * 
Dr. Traut delivered the annual 
Barnard Lecture sponsored by the 
Barnard Free Skin and Oancer 
Hospital. He is co-developer of a 
test which employs vaginal or 
sputum smears to diagnose can- 
cer of the uterus or lung. 

Cellular irregularities disclosed 
under the microscope by this test 
may indicate cancer, or may mean 
nothing more serious than chronic 
inflammation, he pointed out, It 
takes at least famr months to train 
a doctor to recognize the differ- 
ence, yet some physicians with as 
little as two weeks’ training are 
attempting to use this diagnostje 
method, he asserted, adding that 
faulty diagnoses may discredit the 
test. 


Efforts are being made to adapt 
this diagnostic method to detec- 
tion of cancer in the stomach, 
nose and urinary tract. Dr. Traut 
developed the test at Cornell Uni- 
versity in co-operation with Dr. 
George N. Papanicolaou.

This isn’t the first time the 
bones of Austin have been a sub- 
ject of discussion between Potosi 
and the Lone Star State. But it 
marks the first time the discus- 
sions haven't been on an acrimo- 
nious scale with ghoulish over- 
tones and a note of violence. 


Moses Austin was a Connecticut 
Yankee with an * adventurous 
spirit, organizing ability and an 
acquisitive hand. He had scored 
financial success in two fields — 
merchandising in Pennsylvania 
and lead mining in Virginia — 
when he first visited what is now 
the Potosi community in 1796. 


Lead mining wasn't new in that 
area. A Frenchman had discov- 
ered the ore about 1773, mining 
was done in a desultory fashion, 
chiefly after harvest in August 
‘and just before Christmas. The 
bustling Austin put a speedy end 
to this leisurely method of opera- 
tion. To the Spanish Governor of 
the Louisiana territory he went, 
and when he returned to the 
Ozarks he held a grant of one

with imported lead workmen and 
with machinery. He built roads 
Ste.

put up a sawmill, a flour mill and 
a general store. „Next came an 
imposing home in keeping with 
the rising affluence of his family. 


He hired the-miners and he 
housed their families; he paid 
them wages and took the wages 
back at a profit through sales of 
merchandise to them; he was mon- 
arch of the lead belt and the tran- 
sitions of: territorial ownership 
from Spain to France and then 
to the United States in 1804 left 
his domain little undisturbed.

N 1808 he expanded northward, 

and laid out the town of Hercu- 

laneum as his lead shipping port. 
When Washington county was or- 
ganized in Austin donated 40 
acres for a county seat, and the 
county seat became Potosi, named 
for the Mexican silver mining city 
of San Luis Potosi. 

Austin's Empire of Lead col- 
lapsed in 1818 when the Bank of 
St. Louis folded in a depression.

Austin was bankrupt in. funds 
but not in ambition. Together 
with his son Stephen, he planned 
a colony in Texas. in 1820 he 
rode horseback to San Antonio, 
and persuaded the Mexicans to au- 
thorize his return to Texas with 
an initial party of 300 migrants.

Texas dickered, and when dick- 
ering failed, tried other methods, 
Through the 1920s and the 1930s 
there were various stratagems, 
and it all came to a head on April 
21, 1938, when the Patosi folk 
were roused by the beating of steel 
on concrete in the old Presbyte- 
rian cemetery. 

There was an undertaker, from 
Texas, and three workmen, and 
Moses’s vault was chipped. Potosi 
had calmed a bit in the passing 
years; there was no lynching, but 
words flew hot and heavy across 
the hills and plains.

NTEREST in Missouri was 

stirred, and Potosi determined 

on a fitting memorial. Texas of- 
fered to contribute $1000 toward 
an Austin shrine in Potosi. In 
1941 the Missouri Legislature au- 
thorized the establishment of a 
commission to garner funds to- 
ward that purpose, 


In recent years, however, travel- 
ers have been a bit puzzled as to 
why Potosi resented Texas’s ef- 
forts to snatch away Moses Aus- 
tin’s bones. There is no memorial; 
no sign is visible in the town 
streets to tell who Moses Austin 
Was or where he was buried. The 
oldtimers know, however; if you 
ask them, they will show you the 
old and neglected Presbyterian 
church yard, and they will direct 
you through a wilderness of 
brush and debris to a tomb.all but 
obscured by weeds. 

That $50,000 price tag may keep 
Moses Austin in Potcbi, but Texas 
is a determined state where its 
founding fathers are concerned 
and the making of a deal is a 
possibility. 


The removal of Moses Austin 

would not be the first such loss 
for Missouri. It has a precedent 
in the case of Daniel Boone, who 
lived his last days in uri and 
was buried in a family cemetery 
near Marthasville. Missouri yielded 
the body to Kentucky—and this 
despite Boone’s statement in his 
later years that he never again 
wished to see the “dark and 
bloody ground” where legal leg- 
erdemain had deprived him of his 
landholdings.

OUTH failed to take advantage 
‘ef a good break of cards in 


dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable. 


West opened the spade six. 
South allowed East's king to hold, 
and Hast returned the spade jack. 
When South again ducked, West 
overtook with the queen, to lead 
a third round. West knew, of 
course, that he would never get in 
to cash his set-up spades, but he 
felt it might be a good idea to 
make declarer fear the suit. 

At the fourth trick South cashed 
the diamond ace, then led low to 
the diamond king. West's “fail- 
ure” established the fin for 
the diamond jack, and now de- 
clarer could count on four sure 
tricks in the suit, but he would 
still need two heart tricks for the 
contract, and that prospect was 
not good! . 

Declarer led a low heart from 
dummy and put up the king. 
When it held he led a heart back 
toward dummy. West played the 
eight, and South, obviously feel- 
ing that it would be suicidal to 
let West win this trick and run 
his good spades, covered with the 
heart queen. East won with the 
blank ace, and d@larer could not 
get a ninth trick. 


South was right, of course, in 
reflecting that it would be fatal 
to let West gain the lead with his 
heart eight—but he should have 
realized that there was no. assur- 
ance about the eight-spot hold- 
ing if dummy played low. Even if 
the ace, located already in East’s 
hand, was not blank, surely Hast 
might have to overtake West's 
eight with the jack or 10, and 
there might still be time to es- 
tablish the vital second heart 
trick. 

No—South certainly should not 
have covered West's heart eight 
with dummy’s king!
